Amend Claims 1-2. 4-5. 21-22, 36-37, 44 and 47-48 to read as follows: 
1 . (Amended Once) An isolated DNA molecule comprising a DN A sequence encoding 
a dicamba-degrading oxygenase. 
- \ 2. (Amended Once) The DNA molecule of Claim 1 comprising a DNA sequence

encoding a dicamba-degrading oxygenase having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:4. 

i 4. (Amended Once) A DNA construct comprising a DNA sequence encoding a 
dicamba-degrading oxygenase operatively linked to expression control sequences. 

5. (Amended Once) The DNA construct of Claim 4 comprising a DNA sequence 
encoding a dicamba-degrading oxygenase having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:4. 

21. (Amended Once) A transgenic host cell comprising DNA encoding a dicamba- 
degrading oxygenase, said DNA being operatively linked to expression control sequences.
